to the fertile lands of our Canaan, in whose
bosom they will find nourishment, health,
and great wealth, The relief of our people
is to be found in this way. DBut, say some,
we find difficulties here. Go where we will,
and do what'we can, we shall nowhere find
labor in this life a mere bed of roses. We
complain that we have many evils and bear
many burdens; but many of oor evils are im-
agirary, and some of our burdens are of our
own imposition. Said a very wise man,
“Taxes are indeed very heavy, and if those
laid c¢n by the government were the only
ones we had to pay, we might niore easily dis-
charge them; but we have many others, and
much more grievous to some of us. Weare
taxed twice as much by our idleness,
three times as much by our pride, and four
times as much by our follies; and from these
taxes the tax-gatherer cannot save or deliver
us.”" From those old primitive times of our
country, when to plow the ground, sow the
seed and reap the harvest; to hammer at the
anvil, work at the bench, and buiid the house,
can it be said we are departing? That too
many are devising means to find out how
littie of the sweat of his brow he can spare
for bis own livelihood ?

and necessarily of our people, are greater
than they were in olden time+; but, then, are
onr disbursements and cxpenses in proportion
to our means; are the profits of our business
the legitimate result of our labor, or1s it the
fruits of extortion upon the great body of our
producers 1n the land? In the good old
times of the “Old Folks' our gain was the
result of honest toil and hard labor. We had
no one to wait for what fickle fortune might
have in her slore. All believed that *‘dili-
gence was the mother of good luck, and God
gave all things to industry.” Following, ns
a matter of course, in our county we had no
mountains of taxes to bear; we had no army
of tax-gatherers to besiege us: we had no
peculations among any of our officers; we
had no granges in those days among the far-
mers, orgamzed for their ralief and protec-
tion; we had no such things in those days as
what we lawyers call iron-clad leases and
cat-throat mortgages, and a mortgage upon
a growing crop of u planter was unheard of
among our merchants and planters in
our ,county’s good old days. Our mer-
chants had no reason to have detectives em-
ploved to look after what they call “‘loose,™
and such a thing as a cotton-borer and a
fa'se-packed bale of cotton bad not found
their way into the affairs of oor trade. There
were no strikers in our workshops in those
good old days, and the Inborers on our farms
were all faithiol, happy and contented. Then
corporations were not arrogant, and their of-
ficers were the servants of their sovereigns,
"the people. Then the almighty dollar was
not the spur of our actions, but to do the
greatest good to the greatest number of our
people; and the prosperity of our city and
county were the guiding stars of each other’s
aims. These strange thiogs that I have
mentioned have all come along since the
days when you,

OLD FOLKR,
were the moving spirits in cur midst. jut
while we continue still to progress in many
new and queer ways that we all hope will be
for our nltimate good, I cannot pass insilence

'Willam T. Bettis, who died
on tue fourth of thls month. By the kindness of (1
might say now since Mr. Bettis's death) the oldest
inhabitant living of Shelby county, and “*the best In
the world"” Iam ded these fucts concerning the
life of Brother Willtam T. Beitls: On the twenty-sec-
ond of February. 1814, Tiiman Beitls landed at the
mouth of Wolf river. from what Is now Koown as
Middie Tennessse, In a fathoat or broad-horn, with
his fawily, nmong whom was his son Willlam T.,
a boyof elght or nine years old. Tilinan, his father,
sattled about two miles east of where Memphls now
stands, and remalned (wo or three years, when he
made a:permanent settlement aboul two miles
south, near the rce track, and near hls friend An-
derson B. Carr,where be remained. Twelve or Afteen
years afterwand, his son William T. having resched
maulioed, murried and settied near his father
and In  Mle, an Industrious, qulet,
sober man, nand from that tme to his
death pursulng his occapation as a farmer.
